1. Paragraph 5 of this memsrandum suggests action on the | 
part of the Executive Dtrector-Comptrolier. 


2. Is late 1963, the Cirector of Central intelligence requested 
that the Agency provide an orientation to explain the mission and | 
functions of the Agency to senior military officers and civilians of 
the Department of Defensa assigned to key positions in the local 
metropolitan area. Since F ebruary 1964 a two-day orientation -- now 
known as The JCS-DIA Orientation’ has been conducted semi-annually 
in response to the Director's request. In November 1365 the DIA 
initiated a similar type of orientatioa for representatives of the 
Intelligence Community, with the mujority of students being Agency 
officials. (DIA refers to their two-day orlentation as Project Ho LPFUL; | 
the Agency continues to have a Project USEFUL, a one- or two-week 
program designed primarily for representatives of the Unified and 
Specified Commands, as well as for selected individuals from CONUS 
elements. ) 


3. Fellowing the tenth running of the JC5S-DIA Orientation on 
20 and 21 November 1968 -- in which the Director and the Executive 
Director-Comptroller participated (uee attached achedule) -- students 
again expressed warm appreciation for these special two-day briefings 
and for thelr value to senior Dafense Department personnel in ths local 
area having liaisen or other contacts with the Agency. 


4. In view of the continuing interest of, and benefit ta, the 
Department of Defense we are scheduling the eleventh running of the 
two-day program -- the JCS-UIA Orieatation No. 2-69 -- to take 
place at Headquarters on Tuesday and Wednesday, 29-30 April 1969. 
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5. Accerdingly, I recommend that the attached invitations 
te the Chairman of the Joint Chiofe of Staff and to the Director of the 
Defense Intelligence Agency be signed and forwarded to the ieparte 
ment of Defense.
